FOUR SYSTEMS 


1. Strip farming the entire area 
of the farm, strips in no case to ex- 
ceed 20 rods in width. 

2. Owners should avoid having} 
bare summerfallow in any year of! 
a greater width than 10 rods with-| 
in 40 rods of the boundary of his 
farm. 

3. In those districts in which 
there is sufficient moisture, cover 
crops might be used as summer- 
fallow. 

4. In the wooded areas it is rec- 
ommended that a strip of natural or 
planted tree growth five rods wide 
should be left along the boundary 
line of each farm. 

The committee is further of the 
opinion that dairying should not be 
encouraged as an industry in the 
very dry wheat growing areas. 
STOCK POLICY 

Recommendations of the commit- 
tee regarding a livestock policy for | 
the dry areas were as follows: 

1, Dairying should not be encour- 
aged in these areas beyond the 
point where cows are required to} 
supply the immediate needs of the 
farm family. | 

2, In dry wheat growing areas the! 
encouragement of a breeding herd! 
of cattle would be a dangerous 
practice owing to the feed short: | 
ages it.curred in dry years. | 

Some consideration might be 
given to the encouragement of sheep 
and horse raising in these areas 

On feed relief, the committee was 
of the opinion that applicants for 
relief should dispose of all surplus 
stock before becoming entitled to 
feed relief for the stock necessary 
to carry on farming operations. 

Farmers should be encouraged to 
sow small seed plots of grasses or 
legumes on their farms. These 
should be sown in rows three feet 
apart on suitable farms, for produc-

There is no use introducing motions in Par- 
liament or anywhere else in language so vague 
that nobody knows with certainty what it is 
the mover wants done.

He would have 
done better to state the object in definite terms 
Worded as it was, the resolution was capable 
of a half dozen different interpretations, to 
some of which the author would certainly ob- 
ject. 

Had he stood by his proposal of a week ago, 
to raise the old age pension to $50 a month, and 
reduce the qualifying age to 60 years, there 
would have been a far different showing when 
the vote was taken. The present Parliament is 
moribund, but it is not so far out of touch with 
realities and public opinion that a vote on this 
plain and entirely practical proposition would 
not draw a very substantial measure of support. 

Somebody should, before the session ends, 


challenge Parliament on this issue. That is the 
one direct, concrete and effective proposal yet 
offered for reversing the absu situation of 


today in which old tnen are working while 
young men cannot get work. In reversing that 
situation lies the chance to solve the unermploy- 
ment problem, solve it on lines fair and just 
to all parties concerned, and solve it without 
adding a dollar to the burden of the taxpayers.

At the will of the government 
they may be shifted from the industrial man- 
agement corps to the combatant forces.

Another company with an order for 6500 
motors received an advance of $10,800,000 and 
made a profit of $13,967,000. Prices were sky- 
rocketed. An airship that sold for $18,900 to 
the commercial trade was stepped up to $59,000 
when ordered for the government in large 
nurnbers. Winning the war was secondary to 
making huge profits. 

Chief Justice Charles Evan Hughes who in- 
v ectigated Deeds’ conduct in office recom~- 


that ‘all pr oct of corporations found to have 
had improper dealings with him be prosecuted 
under the Criminal Code. 

This recommendation was not acted upon. 
The contractors tendered Deeds a banquet in- 
stead, which was attended by cabinet ministers. 

A factory site was optioned at $20,000 and 
sold to the government for $145,125—trees 
moved at a cost up to $3000 a tree to make way 
for the factory—room for a Liberty loan address 
delivered by a cabinet minister was made by 
hauling away an acre of lumber piled ten feet 
high, and burning it, the cost of haulage alone 
being $2500—an engineer got a fee of $100,000 
for recommending the laying of some useless 
wooden waterpipe—sixteen army cuntonments 
were built at a cost of $206,632,920 which car- 
ried $78,500,000 of difference between “fair” 
and “actual” charges made by contractors. 

An 83 cent hinge was put on a@ galley door 
at a cost to the taxpayer of $161. The Graham 
report complains that while men were over- 
seas at $30 a month, the government was pay- 
ing $50,000 a month for camp supervision— 
the supervision consisting of somebody riding 
round for 30 minutes a day in a government auto 
in each of the camp grounds. Everywhere the 
same story is told—ships built inland at fabu- 
lous prices and never brought to the sea—rotten 
hams and decayed fish bought for army rations 
by the millions of pounds and cans without 
protest—f& $40,000,000 overcharge for the Hog 
Island yard—men and tearns kept idle on pay- 
rolls hecause the contractor got a 10 per cent 
payment for them. It’s a sorry story.

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Exercising The Intestines |SIDE GLANCES — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


| The entire intestinal] tract may be consider- 
; ed a muscular tube requiring exercise and 
| work just as would any other part of the body. 
| We do not consciously feel these intestinal 

muscles contracting, but they ere, nevertheless, 

almost always actively contracting and pushing 
the food forward through the 
various stages of digestion, 
absorption and excretion. 
Civilized people, by using re- 
fined food, usually suffer 
from sluggish elimination be- 
cause they do not use a large 
enough quantity of the rough 
fibrous foods to provide these 
intestinal muscles with suffi- 
cient exercise. 

Every rancher who raises 
horses and cows realizes that 
if these animals were fed exclusively upon 
grain, the animals would soon become sick. 
They can use an almost uniimited amount of 
the straw and hay, but must be fed very cau- 
tiously on grain. We have learned to so feed 
our cattle and hogs as to produce the best stock 
for markets, but it seems odd that we have not 
learned to use these same lessons in our own 
behalf. I have given you this homely refer- 
ence to live stock in order to emphasize our 
need for more of the “hay” foods in the diet 
rather than too much of the heavy, concentrat- 
ed foods, such as the grains and other foods 
rich in carbohydrates, fats or proteins. 

At least one, and preferably two meals each 
day should contain plenty of green vegetables, 
both in a cooked and raw state, in order to give 
sufficient bulk to the intestines and to insure 
a good supply of the organic salts and vitamins 
so abundantly found in these foods. 

The leafy vegetables, such as spinach, chard, 
lettuce, celery, kale as well as string beans are 
valuable parts of a normal diet and may be 
used in combination with any other food with- 
out fear of overeating. They are easily digest- 
ed, and also assist in the digestion of the 
“heavier” foods by making a softer, less sticky 
mass through which the digestive juices can 
more readily penetrate. 

These non-starchy vegetables, the bran of 
cereals, and the edible skins and pulps of fruits, 
by stimulating the intestines, help to maintain 
a sufficient amount of moisture, and by speeding 
the passage, prevent auto-intoxication. This 
method of avoiding the poisons from intestinal 
sluggishness is most valuable for everyone to 
learn. 

Even if one has defective teeth, these bulky 
vegetables should be used. They may be ground 
through a vegetable grinder or finely chopped. 
Most people make the mistake of filling up first 
on the concentrated foods and then trying to 
eat their vegetables. This process should be 
reversed. It is a good plan to first fill up on 
the non-concentrated foods. There is very little 
danger that one will use too many of these in 
the diet. Of course, some concentrated foods 
needed, but they should be kept down to 
the minin. um requirements of the body. If you 
wish to have the best of health and strength 
and if no intestinal irritation has developed, 
eat the “hay foods” which help to avoid the 
dangers of auto-intoxication.

DOUBTS RELIEF ACTION

Mayor Clarke said he was doubt- 
ful whether the senior government 
would decide to take over 100 per 
cent of relief costs.
